Attracted by the sensational perform- 


ances of yesterday, when no less than 
six aeroplanes were seen at the saiue 
time, winging their flight in huge cir- 
cles over the Plain of Bethany, thous- 
ands of spectators came down on the 
early trains from Paris. When the dir- 
igible balloon Colonel Rcnard appeared 
over the field at 10 o'clock, having come 
from Meaux, the tribunes and 
fences 


lining the field were already black with 
people. The Rensrd, which is the first 
of the dirigible balloons to arrive, car- 
ried out a scries of impressive evolutions 
above the plain. 


Latham to Fly for France. 


Hubert Latham lias been chosen as the 


third aviator to represent France in the 
contest for the international cup of the 
•week which -will be run off next Satur- 
day. The others are Mm. Bleriot and 
Lefebvre.

AUTO LEAKS GASOLINE; 


FIRE RESULTS IN GARAGE 


Machine of Edward Zahn Gets Out of 


Order and When Started in Store- 


room Oil Fires—Quick 
Action 
Pre- 


vents Blaze. 


A disastrous conflagration was nar- 


rowly averted at the garage of George 
W. Burkert &. Company, just 
before 


10 o'clock this morning, when the Win- 
ton automobile of Edward Zahn caught 
fire and was damaged to the extent of 
$100. 


Mr. Zahn and his family were out rid- 


ing yesterday and the carburator pipe 
of the machine became clogged and it 
was taken off, allowing the gasoline to 
escape to the pan below. This morning 
Frank J. Miller was at the garage to 
repair the carburetor, or rather replace 
it, and not knowing that the gasoline 
had. escaped, started the. machine and 
in quicker time than it takes to tell he 
whole part of the machine was in flames, 
but the gasoline was not under the seat 
AS in the case with most machines, but 
in the back and consequently did not 
explode. 


There were two or three other auto- 


mobiles in the rear of the Zahn ma- 
chine and these were run out of 
the 


structure in quick order and then sand 
and water used on the fire in the Zahn 
auto and it was extinguished. An alarm 
of fire was sent in and the department 
responded, but did not do any work. 


Mr, Miller said that he bad made a 


careful examination of the Zahn auto- 
mobile and did not believe the damage 
would amount to over $100. There is 
an insurance. 


It was very lucky the gasoline can did 


not explode for had such been the case 
Mr. Miller and others would have been

Racine county, in order to'settle, 
bought from the Government and then 
the county deeded to Gilbert Knapp and 
as he was. obliged to pay the county 
something, .he gave a, 
mortgage 
for 


$3,717 for.the said land, to the county. 
In due time the county y.-anted to build 
a Court House, and bids were received. 


The Contract Awarded.

the court house was awarded to Roswell 
Morris and W. H. Waterman, who agreed 
to build and take the Gilbert Knapp 
mortgage far their pny, which covered all 
of the lots in the original plat of Ra- 
cine. Later on the mortgage was assig- 
ned in trust to Thomas Wright nnd n 
majority of the lots were redeemed from 
time to time from the mortgage.

It is ;disap- 
pointing to bring a tempting little meal,

is finally tasted to have it pronounced 
"too cold." The thing to do is first to 
see that the patient is all ready then 
bring the meal. 


Most women do not realize that toilet 


waters may be made nt home by the 
very simplest process. For instance, vio- 
let toilet water consists principally of 
orris root and alcohol, and to make it 
all one had to do is to mix a quarter 
of an ounce of ground orris root in three 
or four ounces of deodorized alcohol. To 
this are added about three drops of oil 
of violets and the result is a preparation 
which makes a delicious addendum to 
the bath. In the.same way as the above, 
lavender and geranium waters may be 
made. 
Before using these toilet waters 


they should be tightly corked for sev- 
eral weeks, as they improve with age. 


Two or three times a week spread the 


accumulated scraps upon a tin plate or in 
a baking pan and set in a moderate oven 
until perfectly dry. Soft or "soggy" bits 
are good for nothing and interfere with 
the work. If, by chance or intention, the 
bread is slightly browned, keep it apart 
from that which remains white. A glass 
jar for each kind is good idea. While 
the dried bits arc still warm lay upon 
a kneeding board and crush to powder 
.vith a rolling pin. Do this thoroughly 
for the "dust," leaving no gritty par- 
ticles. Keep in a closed jar in a 
dry 


place. It is invaluable for breading cro- 
quettes, fried lish, chops, etc. Roll the 
article to be breaded, first in beaten egg, 
then in the bread dust, to which have 
been added a little salt and peppzr. 


FOR THE TABLE. 


Corn Batter Bread.—Sift 
the 
corn 


meal, and to a teasponful of it put in 
twice the quantity of sweet milk. One 
pint is a good measurement. 


Beat up two eggs, although you can 


get along with one; add half a teaspoon- 
fill of salt, and to the beaten eggs add 
the milk nnd meal gradually until every- 
thing is well blended. 


A linking dish should lie ready for the 


batter and placed in a hot oven. It should 
be ready to serve in half an hour. 


Chili Sauce.—Pec! a dozen large ripe 


tomatoes and four onions, seed two green 
peppers or one red one, and chop all to- 
gether until fine. Put with them two 
teaspoonfuls each of 
ground 
allspice, 


cloves and cinnamon, a teaspoonful of 
ground ginger, two tablespoonfuls of palt 
and four tablespoonfuls of sugar. Turn 
into a preserving kettle with a. quart 
of vinegar and boil steadily 
for 
two 


liours. When cool bottle and seal. 


Ladies' Delight 
Pudding.—Soak one 


tablespoon of powdered gelatine in one- 
fourth cup of cold wnter for five minutes 
dissolve it in one-fourth cup of boiling 
water, and add one^cup of sugar. When 
cooled to a thick syrup, add one pint 
of heavy cream, beaten until stiff; one 
half-dozen rolled stale macaroons, one- 
half dozen marshranllows cut in small 
pieces, two tablespoons of chopped can- 
died cherries nnd one-fourth pound chop- 
ped blanched almonds. Flavor with van- 
lla or sherry. Thoroughly wet a mold 
n cold water; into this pour the pudd- 
iig, and chill. 
Serve, unmolded, with

Measure. 


Is the new law governing the drawing 


of jurors to sercc on coroner's inquest 
a success? In the opinion of those post 
cd along those lines it is not and is 
classed as expensive and troublesome. 
Formerly 
a coroner was permitted to 


look up jurors, or he could call the mar- 
shal, a policeman or sheriff. Under the 
new law it is necessary for the clerk 
of the court to draw twelve names from 
the jury box and hand them to the sher- 


iff, who in turn is obliged to hunt up six 
of the twelve. 


Is an Imposition. 


This is no easy work for sometimes 


it is not possible to find six of the twelve 
nnd a whole day is consumed and there 
is no doubt but that frequently it will 
take two days. The .first inquest under 
the law cost the county just 511 more 
than it would have cost under the old 
system nnd other inquests since, equally 
ab much. 


Business men who nre summoned by 


the sheriff claim that it is an imposi- 
tion, for they arc bound to serve no 
matter how busy they are on urgent 
business. 
The other way 
a 
coroner 


could excuse them from f-crving. 
Fath- 


ers of the bill claim that it was' enact- 
ed for the reason that coroners packed 
juries and that some men became pro- 
fessional jurymen. 


No Professionals Here. 


This nmy be true in cities like Mil- 


waukee. La Crosse, Oshkosh and Super- 
ior, but not in Racine, for there never 
has Ix-cn A more careful, honest and busi- 
ness like coroner 
than 
Jonas 
Hoyle. 


While occasionally the same men may 
have served on more than one jury, he 
was never known to pick them, as they 
were taken as they wine. 


When the bills fur coroner's inquests 


nre presented to the county board next 
fall, there will be a surprise, but the 
county solons cannot cut them, for the 
law is strict. Possibly there will Tjh nn 
effort made at the next session of the 
legislature to repeal the measure.

A MONSTROUS BALLOON 


A Brussels citizen at present in this 


country is soon to give exhibitions of air 
ships of the dirigible balloon, type mada 
according to patents of his own.
